VATICAN CITY, June 24.—(P)— | 
Pope Pius XI, who is 73 years old 
and has occupied the throne of Saint 
Peter since February, 1922, today was 
reported ill with acute bladder trou- 
ble and threatened by the possible 
setting in of uremic poisoning. 

The report threw Vatican City and 
Roman officia) and social circles into 
consternation this evening. 

Officially, the first tendency was 
to discount the gravity of the illness 
because of the pontiff’s vigorous ap- 
pearance at services in Saint Peter's 
on Sunday for the canonization of 
two saints. The pope went through the 
four-hour ceremony with strong ges- 
tures and a firm, resonant voice. 

Consultation with doctors and the 
members of the pope’s intimate suite 
later revealed the fact that he had 
been ‘not a little troubled in recent 
weeks and that Sunday’s services ad 
proved a more severe strain than was 
anticipated. 

The pontiff’s condition is understood 
to have taken a turn for the worse 
yesterday and today, chiefly bechuse 
he insisted on receiving pumerous pil- 
grims from Spain and Italy.

RANGOON, Burma, India, - June 
24.—(7)—Mutiny among the prison- 
ers of the Rangoon central jail was 
subdued today by the police after a 
two-hour siege in which 45 persons 
were killed and 71 wounded. 

The dead included two sentries, two 
military police, a prison truck driver 
and 40 convicts. 

The armed forces of the law poured 
volley <fter volley into the ranks of 
the stubbornly resisting prisoners, 
literally mowing them down. Manys 
of the injured are not expected to 
survive. 

One report attributed the outbreak’ 
to indignation among the Indian con- 
victs over the findings of the Simon 
commission.

An appeal for county co-operation 
in increasing the water supply to the 
Peachtree road section above Buck- 
head will be made to the county com- 


mission at a special meeting at 3 
o clock this afternoon by a delegation 
of citizens. 

Paul S. Etheridge, chairman of the 
public works committee of the com- 
mission, said Tuesday that the pro- 
posal is for the county to lay a 
larger main than the one installed 
15 years ago by the Peachtree Wa- 
ter Company, and to recover the cost 
by levying a tap fee against property 
owners who draw their supply from 
the new main. 

A similar program is being carried 
out in the building of a sewer from 
Buckhead to Peachtree creek, on 
which county forces started work re- 
cently, Mr. Etheridge said.:.The com- 
mission has been swamped with com- 
anunications from citizens in the 
Peachtree road section complaining 
against the inadequate water supply, 
aml an effort to solve the problem 
will be made today, he said. 

John C. Wayt, secretary-treasurer 
of the Peachtree Water Company, 
said he has been working on the prob- 
lem for the past 60 days. The com- 
cee laid a six-inch main along 

eachtree from Buckhead to Ashford 
Park 15 years ago, and paid the 
costs by charging tap fees, he said. 
Due to the increased population in 
that section, the six-inch main has 
become woefully inadequate, and a 
test several days ago resulted in the 
water main sucking air instead of 
ziving out water near the end of the 
line, he said. Mr. Wayt said that the 
city has a 16-inch main as far as 
Buckhead, and that it is the hope of 
the Peachtree road citizens to secure 
a 12-inch main in place of the pres- 
ent six-inch main from Buckhead 
north. 

Necessity for an increased water 
sipply is made even more urgent by 
the plan to build a fire station at 
Buckhead to serve the northern end 
of the county, it was said. Alderman 
Claude LL. Ashley, chairman’ of: the 
council water committee, and W. Zode 
Smith, general manager of the city 
waterworks, are planning to attend 
today’s special meeting of the com- 
mission. Mr. Smith estimated that 
the plan for the new main would in- 
volve an expenditure of $40,000. 

The city supplied water to the 
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city limits at rate double that of the 
city rate, but the city has no 2au- 
thority and no funds to finance the 
laying of mains outside of the in- 
corporated limits, | 

Mr. Smith Tuesday requested citi- 


‘zens north of Buckhead to abstain 


from using lawn sprinklers er from 


‘otherwise using large quantities of| 


water until after the installation of 
adequate equipment, for when the 
sprinklers are running in any number, 
as under the hot weather conditions 
at present, many homes are shut off 
from a water supply because of in- 
sufficient pressure. 

Mr. Smith said that the water sup- 
ply in all sections of the borough of 
Atlanta and in outlying sections where 
the mains are adequate is more than 
sufficient to meet peak demands. The 
peak local demand sometimes runs as 
high as 54,000,000 gallons a day, and 
the filtering plant has a capacity of 
only 40,000,000 gallons, but there is 
a reserve basin at Hemphill fimping 
station with a 10 days’ supply of 
clear water, which gS would 
prevent any real trouble, it was said. 

Among places on Peachtree road 
served by the six-inch main are 
Brookhaven Country Club, lethorpe 
University, the United States Veterans 
Hospital and, the Ashford Park Nurs- 
eries, as well as many palatial homec. 

A thorough survey of the Peach- 
tree road water ‘situation was made 
Monday by Alderman Ashley and Mr. 
Smith. Mr. Ashley said that he con- 
siders the matter so important that 
today he would miss his first council 
meeting in 16 years in order to pre- 
sent the matter to the county com- 
mission, which meets at the same hour 
as council sits in a special meeting. 

Alderman Ashley said that a test 
at the veterans’ hospital revealed that 
the water pressure was extremely low 
during the day hours, and rose to 
practically normal during the night. 
giving evidence of the fact that the 
“main is bled to death’ by the de- 
mands upon it. 

Alderman Ashley said the city has 
a six-inch pipe to Buckhead as well 
as the 16-inch pipe, and that there 
is normal water pressure up to Buek- 
head, as well as in mains which tap 
off from the Peachtree road-Buckhead 
mains into side roads. He recalled 
that during the World War, a large 
wooden main was laid all the way te 
Camp Gordon, but said that this main 
went out of useful service five years 
ago. The plan for the new main is 
to run the 12-inch main to the count 
line, and hook the present six-ine 
main above the line on at that point. 
thus assuring adequate pressure to the 
end of the main. 

Commissioner Walter C. Hendrix 
Tuesday night said he understood that 
a request will be made to the commis- 
sion today for an extension up Peach- 
tree road above Buckhead of the sewer 
which is now under construction from 
Buckhead ta Peachtfee creek.

downward. 

Mr. Hutchinson testified that half 
of the present presses could crush 
the -seed crop. ‘We have been at- 
tempting to get the business on a 
stable footing on the basis of the raw 
materials available,” he said. . 

Sou to Purchasé Mill. 

He .also testified that a.syndicate 
headed by the Buckeye interests and 
other larger mills, all members of the 
Geeggia division, had attempted to 
purchase the Marion Harper Cotton 
Oil Company, of East Point, because 
the mill was deemed a disturbing fac- 
tor in the industry. 

The deal, it was said, was never 
consummated. 

A technical discussion of grading 
cottonseed brought out that the mills 
last year requested the state depart- 
ment of agriculture to take over the 
sampling of cottonseed shipments. 

Previously this workjhad been done 
by representatives of the mills, but 
complaints led to the request on the 
part of the mills. Eugene Talmadge, 
state commissioner of igriculture, as- 
signed a number of men whose sea- 
sonal duties as fertilizer inspectors 
were over, tothe task, at which they 
remained from the fall of 1929 to 
about ‘the first of March. At that 
time they were reassigned to fertiliz- 
er inspection. 

Grading of Seeds. 

An outline of the history of the 
cottonseed industry by Mr. Hutchin- 
son brought out that the grading of 
seeds had always been a source of 
contention. Until a few years ago 
the seeds were graded by being cut 
and examined with the eye. Now 
they are graded in a laboratory, the 
grade being established by qualitative 
analysis. 

Discussing the National Cottonseed 
Products Association,.Mr. Hutchinson 
said that most of the expenses of the 
organization in Georgia were paid by 
mill owners.

But if you go to see a fight or read about a fight it is almost 
a certainty that ‘you will bump inte the same sordid, morbid story 
once more wherein the show broke up with another belt in foul 
territory. 

It has come to the point now where the public knows pretty well 
that a foul is going to break up the show so there can’t be a Ipt of 
sympathy for those who insist on getting trimmed, week after week. 
for so much per trimming. You can lay any odds you want that unless 


a “foul check” rule is passed, or some other measure equally effective | 


that will guarantee a performance it is only a matter of brief time be- 
fore either state legislatures, or the public on its own hook, will close 
out the modern farce known as the fight game. 

If any fight fan goes to see another so-called contest without 
the guarantee of a foul check or a return match, minus any 
further pay, in the case of foul, he should have his head examined. 
Unless, of vourse, he likes to take it on the chin far more than 
any fighters now around like to take it.

Phillips’ Statement. 

Text of the Phillips statement fol- 

‘lows: 
-- “In an editorial in The Constitution 
of June 25, entitled ‘Save Time and 
Trouble,’ it is eg eae all _ 
candidates for the legislature excep 
Mr. Luther Still and Mr, J. O. Wood 
have declared themselves as favoring 
® primary election law which will re- 
ire a councilman from any ward 
the city of Atlanta to be elected 
by a vote of the entire city. Such is 
‘not my position, When The Consti- 
tution reporter asked me over the 
telephone about my position on elect- 
4ng councilmen in the city of Atlanta 
by a city wide vote I told him I 
favored this method. I did not mean 
to say that I favored this method for 
primary elections. I do not favor a 
city wide primary to nominate coun- 
cilmen from a particular ward. I be- 
Jieve the voters in each ward should 
gelect their own councilmen. wet a 
city wide vote elect or select the 
aldermen. The councilman is the im- 
mediate representative of his own 
ward, and the people of his’ ward look 
directly to him to represent them and 
minister unto their special needs. 

“It could be urged with just as 
much reason that members of the gen- 
eral assembly should be selected by 
a state wide primary as it can that 
councilmen of a city should be selected 
this way. Such a method on reason 
could go so far as to provide that 
United States segators should be se- 
Jected by the entire mation by a nation 
wide primary. The city wide primary 
for councilmen for the various wards 
kills and throttles the right of local 
self government, a right so dear to 
all of our people. 

“It is all right to have a city wide 
election, but not a city wide primary. 
I can readily understand why there 
should be a city wide election. I can 
imagine a situation where some par- 
ticular ward might &t some time in 
the future be composed largely of 
negroes, and in such a case they could 
by virtue of holding the majority of 
voters control, and thereby elect a 
negro to council. But with the plan 
I favor this can be taken care of by 
electing the nominee of the white 
wimary held in the particular ward. 
But I say let the nomination be made 
by the white voters of the particular 
wards. 

“Let me say, therefore, that if I 
am elected to the legislature this year 
I will oppose any bill which has for 
its object the making of the democratic 
white primary city wide in the se- 
Jection or nomination of councilmen 
in the city of Atlanta. I will oppose 
it, if for no other reason, because it 
virtually means that a citizen of limit- 
ed means could not finance a city 
wide primary campaign for council- 
man, capeeialls in view: of the com- 
pensation of the office. But above all 
else, local self government is the ‘cap- 
stone of democracy and is the worst 
enemy of centralized power, the thing 
we all so much dread. . 

“TJ am sorry my position on this 
proposition was misunderstood, and 
trust that I have made myself clear 
about it.” 

Still Statement.

“In Sunday's Constitution I prom 
{sed to make known my position rela- 
tive to the city-wide primaries in the 
selection of councilmen and other of- 
ficers.
